Washinoton, Oet 25.— Iu his annual 
report to the secretary of the navy 
Philip Hichborn, chief constructor of 
the navy, says that the atreugth of the 
navy on October 1 was Ml vessel 
told, including the ships of both old 
and new navies It is stated that dur- 
ing the last few months of the last fli 
cal year a considerable amount of work 
upon vessels that had been authorized 
by congress had to he suspended owing 
to lack of funds. This caused a heavy 
drain upon the new appropriations 
at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year, and makes the exhaustion 
of those appropriations before the first 
of next July almost an assured fact 
Chief II iehborn says this is a discou: 
aging state of affairs, as exhaustion 
wholesale reduction of navy 
yard forces and the discharge of com- 
petent and trained men. He points to 
the advantage and economy of having 
nt least one vessel building at each im- 
portant navy yard. 

Probably the most desirable type of 
vessel for the purpose intended, partic- 
ularly in view of the present state of 
the armor question, would be that of 
sheathed cruiser of comparatively light 
draft and great endurance, with quar- 
' rs for flag officers. 

Attention is called to the urgent

Accident on the New York Cen- 
tral/and Hudson River Road. 



Twenty- Eight Lives Lost and Half 
That Number Injured. 



N«w Vobk. Oct 98.— Buffalo and New 
York special No. *6, on the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad, due 
tO'arrivo In this city at 7:80 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, wasthrown from the track 
into the Hudson river, one and a half 
miles below Garrison station. Twen 
tyelght lives were lost The retaining 
wall along the river had been under- 
mined by high water in the river and 
the track oaved under the weight of 
the train. The train consisted of 
the engine, a combination bag- 
gage and express car, a 
smoker, two ordinary coaches 
and four sleepers. The engine and two 
forward cars are submerged In SO feet 
Of water. Engineer Foyle and Fire- 
man Tompkins went down with the 
engine. All the sleeping car passen- 
gers escaped. A man named Williams, 
of Buffalo, died after being rescued 
from the river, his arm having been 
torn off. Up to 8:30 o'clock ten bodies 
had been recovered. Seven or eight of 
the dead were Chinamen who were in 
the smoking car. A. G. McKay, private 
secretary to General Manager Van Et- 
tan, Is missing and is said to have been 
on the engine. A number of wounded 
have been taken to hospitals in Pough- 
keepsieand Peekskill. 

Following is the list of bodies recov- 
ered from the wreck up to 8:30 p. nj.: 

Thomas Reilly, about SO years old, of 
2860 Wisconsin avenue, St Louis. 

Five unidentified Chinamen, one 
bearing passport in name of Wong Gim 
and one bearing letter addrwaed to 
Hop Sing, 17 Springfield avenue.

All of these died from drowning 
Green's body was the first one taken 
out of the car by the diver, who is still 
searching for more bodies. 

A. G. McKay, private secretary to 
General Superintendent Van Ettan, Is 
believed to have been riding on the 
engine and killed. 

Conductor Parish and 18 others were 
uninjured and have been sent to New 
York. Five other survivors of the 
wreck were taken to the Helping Hand 
hospital at Peekskill. Two of these are 
Americans and three are Chinamen 
The former are John E. Ryan, No. 29t 
Harrow street, Jersey City, badly lace- 
rated arm, shoulder and knee; Clarence 
Morgan, of Aurora, N. Y., shoulder 

Mr. Morgan escaped from a car after 
it had fallen into the water, through a 
hole in the end. 

W. S. Langford, of Bayonne, N. J., 
was in one of the last coaches, which 
remained on the track. 
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them and rescuing four people. 

The wreck occurred about six miles 
above Peekskill. A retaining wall 
which supported the track slid out un- 

er the weight of the rapidly moving 
train. Of late the tide in the Hudson 
river has been very high and to this 
was due the undermining of the wall, 
so the railroad officials state. 

Herman Acker, of Peekskill, the bag- 
gage master of the train, who was in 
the baggage car with John Shaw, an 
express agent, had a narrow escape. 
In a second compartment of the car 
were several Chinamen. Acker felt a 
heavy jar and found himself in tho 
water. The water rose to within a 
foot of the roof. The car had whirled 
completely around in falling, and the 
compartment which contained the bag- 
gage stuck up slightly, the end con- 
taining the Chinamen being completely 
submerged. Shaw and Acker kept 
kept themselves afloat, the latter mak- 
ing his way to the tool box. 

He got out an ax, smashed through a 
panel, and with Shaw climbed to the 
roof of the car. Three of the China- 
men also made their escape through 
tho same opening. Acker's arm was 
badly cut and his body covered with 
bruises. He was sent to his home in 
Peekskill. Shaw was not hurt 

The first man, unknown, who was 
token out of the wreck by the rescuers, 
was breathing when found, but badly 
crushed He died soon afterwards, his 
body being sent to Peekskill also. 

The sleeping car conductor says he 
is able to account fur all his passengers 
except five, and he is not certain thai 
these are lost 

W. H. G. Myers, of Passaic, N. J., was 
lost in the wreck. The body has not 
yet been recovered. 

The wrecked train was known as the 
State express. It left Buffalo at 7 
o'clock Saturday night and was due in 
New York at 7 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing. The train was hauled by engine 
872 and consisted of one American Ex- 
press car. one composite baggage and 
smoking car, one day coach and six 
sleepers. Poughkeepsle was the last 
■topping place of the train before the 
disaster at 5:10 a. m 

At this time there were in the smoker, 
in addition to the baggageman, Her- 
man Acker, of Peekskill, who was in 
his compartment, eight Chinamen en 
route from the Canadian border to 
New York, and a middle-aged man. 
supposed to' be Thomas Reilly, of 2840 
Wisconsin avenue, St Louis. All of 
these excepting the baggagemaster 
perlshed. The day coach contained 18 
or 80 paasengers, many of whom were 
women and children. 

How many of theje escaped is not 
known, but at least 12 were drowned 
or killed in this car. Behind the coach 
was the six sleepers, with about 05 pas 



At Fishklll the train lessened Its 
speed, as It Is Ita custom to run from 
that point to Tarrytown at the rat« of 
sbout 98 miles an hour.

A Notable Oration By a Fore 
most Negro Educator. 



MORAL COVRAUK THE HK.Kfsl. 



The followios is a lecture delivered by 
Booker T. WashinKtou, Principal of 
college at Tuske^ec, Ala., on the evening 
of October 3d. 18»7. 

Booker Washington is one of the moat 
noted Negro Educator* of the South, and 
by his eloquent orations has made a mark 
in the literary world: 

TRCI BRAVER V. 

Each one who is a member of this in 
stitution should look forward to the hour 
or day when he or she is going to receive 
a diploma, which will signify that the 
course of study here has been finished. 
You should let nothing prevent your 
reaching that time and accomplishing 
that purpose. 

Now, in order that you may stay here, 
and from year to year be promoted from 
one class to another; in order that you 
may grow, not only in mental and phys 
ical strength, but in moral life 
there 'are somethings that you have got 
to make up your minds to in the begi 
ning— that there are a number of things 
about which you have got to be brave. 

A great many people get the idea that 
bravery consists merely in faci 
physical danger. Young men get the 
idea that bravery consists in standing up 
before somebody in a fight or quarrel. 

It takes a braver person to walk away 
from a fight or quarrel than it does to 
engage in one. 

In reading the history of our late War 
we are told that at one time when the 
t was in great need of sol- 
e one suggested going into the 
s of the Bowery in New Y'ork and

and sent them to the front. After the 
first engagement they found out 
far from possessing true bravery, these 
new men were the biggest cowards in the 
War. 

Now, there is a higher kind of courage 
than that represented by mere physical 
courage; and if you do not have that, 
you are not very likely to finish the 
course of study here I want to be per 
fectly plain with you. There are a great 
many of you who have got to have a 
good deal of courage in the matter of 
dress. Now, during the year, you 
be surrounded by persons in your rooms, 
at your tables and elsewhere, who are 
able to buy clothes that you are not able 
to buy. Their parents will be sending 
them clothing which is too costly for you 
to buy. 

Now, you will have to make up 
minds to be brave in regard to that mat- 
ter. Wear just such clothing as you 
able to wear; as you know your parents 
•re able to send you, and do not disturb 
your mind about the boy or girl whose 
parents are able to furnish them better 
and costlier clothing than you can wear 
Now. do not understand me to say that I 
do not want you to be neat and clean in 
your personal appearance. I want you 
to look Just as neat and clean as possible, 
bat it if not necessary to have fine, expen 
live clothes in order to be neat. Now. I 
confess that there is a tendency in all 
institutions to grow extravagant in dress. 
Each year students are inclined to wear 
more costly clothing than they did the

but walked from their homes But this 
colored girl did not walk; she rode in s 
fine carriage and was arrayed in a One, 
expensive dress. This girl's father was 
the janitor of that school. 

Now, wc can't fool the world long 
with that kind of thing. Everyone 
knew that colored girl was not able to 
put on all that show. Such false appear- 
ances certainly do not help us. They 
disgust our friends. We want to be hon- 
est with ourselves and friends 

Now, you go on leading honest, careful, 
straightforward lives, being just what 
you are, ne more, no less, and you wi 
find that you are going through school. 

Now, a word to the night students. 
There are a great many of you here with- 
money. You are going to find the 
road a hard, hard one If you are able 
to go in day school, I would advise you 
to do so. Your 

will be greater But If you are so cir- 
cumstanced as to be compelled to be in 

school, do not be ashamed 
say to the world: 

I have no money, but I am going to 
an education, and in order to do so, 
not ashamed to work all day and 
study two hours at night." Have that 
spirit, and in the years to come you will 
find that your sacrifice here will be one 
if the proudest things of your career. 
Do not be ashamed to let the world know 
that you will use your hands in hard, 
honest toil. You have got to use your 
hands. Every man and woman, no mat- 
ter how poor or rich, finds it necessary, at 
sometime in their lives, to use their 
hands 

have, perhaps, read how 
time during the war, General Grant came 
upon a traopof soldiers who were trying 
to move a heavy wagon out of a bog. 
noticed that three or four of them were 
tugging away at the wheels, and that 
standing over there, giving orders, was 
another soldier, wearing one or two little 
stripes.

I re- 
member a case which illustrates what I 
mean. I met a young man this summer 
who had Just graduated in electrical en 
gineering. His father owns a very fine 
electric plant. This young man made up 
electrical engineering 
ng. How did he be 
ginr He did not dress up and begin 
bossing the employes; he went to his 
list he was going to 
learn that businoas. In order to learn it, 
he said, "I want to begin at the bottom " 
And so he went into the engine room 
and fired the boilers. From the engine 
room he goes another step higher, aud on 
through the various departments, until 
every phase of the work is mastered 
Finally, this young man is going to own 
this electric plant with his father, and 
will soon be at the top. Don't be afraid 
to sacrifice for a while. The world will 
soon find out whether you arc worthy of 
promotion, and if you are, you will not 
remain at the bottom long. 
And you have got to be brave in the 
atter ef your associates. Do not be 
content while in school to associate your- 
selvos day by day with any persons who 
cannot make you better in your conver- 
sation, stronger in your thoughts and 
better in your actions. In other words, 
do not associate yourselves with any per- 
son who cannot or who does not help 
you from day to day. 

I want yeu to be brave in all these mat- 
ters 1 have mentioned.
